Science Controls Sex. 


Although a Japanese scientist. 
working jn the University of Cali- 
fornia’s department of entomology, 
has confimed his experiments so far 
to the small insects, aphids, or plant 
lice, he hopes soon to verify his und- 
ings by experiments on the blow fly. 
pomice fy, amphibia, and on euch 
high forms of animal life as the pi- 
geon and chicken. The results

After experimenting with many 
Kinds of chemical salts, he found 
magnesium chloride best suited die 
purposes, and this be uses exclusive- 
ly. While working on the effect this 
chloride had on the wings of the 
aphid, be noticed that those which 
he had treated gave birth only to 
the male sex. Experimenting fur- 
ther, be alleges to have proved that 

in all cases of reproduction without 
the male cell the offspring to the se- 
which 
had been treated with magnesium 
chloride, turned out males. 
} In theorizing upon the source of 
the effects of magnesium chloride, 
Shinji points out that in the process 
of cell production and division in the 
maturation process the cells ordin- 
arily divide in groups of twelve. This 
even division, he believes, can be 
changed into a group with a ratio of 
sixteen to eight instead of twelve to 
twelve, by the addition of very 
minute quantities of magnesium 
chloride. 

Shinji claims that the magnesium 
chloride removes the water from pro- 
tein substances. As water is the 
chief cell-forming substance, its re- 
moval, he finds, #0 deranges the 
normal maturation that male 
offspring are bound to result.—Illus- 
trated World.

Here 
and there throughout Canada  ju- 
venile lacrosse leagues existed, and 
they had secured good results. More 
than one championship team ascrib- 
ed its good record to the fact that 
the men on it had played together 
for almost a decade. What a ju- 
venile team could do in one town it 
could do in many other towns. Ac- 
cordingly it was argued that a series 
of leagues for Goys would provide a 
supply of recruite for the older 
teams. The movement was launched 
on a large seale, and everywhere it 
proved successful. 

Little did the men who started 
the widespread campaign to push 
forward juvenile lacrosse think that 
in less than four years time the boys 
ef Canada would have the 
game practically to t 
When war was declared in 1914, the 
various leagues for older players had 
reached the semi-finals, and the 
schedules were finiahed out. During 
the first year of the war the people 
in our Empire were trying to live up 
to the motto “Business as =x 
which has since been execrated and 
forgotten. Sport went on without 
any interruption, and it was not 
until the end of 1915 that the men 
behind the different gamen began to 
discontinue the activities of the vari- 
ous leagues. One by one the organ- 
izations suspended operations until 
after the war, just doing enough to 
keep themselves alive. In fact, the 
only game that is now going on in 
Canada under the same conditions as 
before the war is professional base- 
ball.

the United States, he had in the 
course of the war been in the confi- 
dence of accredited German agents in 
the United States and Cuba, and had 
learned many things known only to 
accredited German agents, he decided 
that his duty was to communicate 
what he knew to Washington. 

Herr Schmidt, as he is called, says 
that Germany is sige upon her su 
marines alone to win the war. She is 
building them more rapidly than ever 
before. They are bigger, faster, and 
together more destructive than the 
models used earlier in thefwar. In fact 
it appears that the submarines have 
been improved in the past 30 months 
to almost the extent that aeroplanes 
have been developed. At the present 
time Germany is building submarines 
2 per cent. larger than any we have 
yet heard of, and we are informed that 
some of them were ready to take to 
the water on June l. On May 15 Herr 
Schmidt says Germany was turning 
ont submarines at the rate of four a 
week, and by the middle of June ex- 
pected to donble this output. Just now 
she has 200 of these sea wolves at work, 
and perhaps as many as 500 under con- 
struction. In another year it is in- 
tended that there shall 000 of them 
in commission. Incidentally it takes 
just eight weeks to finish a submarine 
after her keel has been laid. 

All the ships that are building in 
Germany todsy are submarines. Con- 
struction upon the other larger ships 
has been discontinued fora year, or 
since the battle of Jutland proved to 
the Kaiser that he had no chance of 
destroying the British fleet. The Ger- 
man navy has been idle ever since, 
This navy is said to have a personnel 
of 150,000 men, and from this number 
the submarine crews are recruited. 
Naturally the job of working on a sub. 
marine is not-eagerly sought after, and 
it is no simple matter to train proper 
crews. However, of late there has 
been an improvement in this respect 
since each submarine is fitted with two 
erews. A U-boat goes on a cruise, and 
when she returns her crew goes ashore 
and enjoys life while the second crew 
takes a turn. By this means the dis: 
like of sailors for working on the un- 
dersea boats is partly overcome. There 
is also the compensation that they are 
treated as heroes in Germany. 

Herr Schmidt informs us that sub- 
marines love whitecaps and rough 
weather, though the contrary had 
been believed, He says that when the 
sea is high itis very difficult to pick 
out the wake of the periscope of a sub, 
because at a short distance it looks ex- 
actly like the crest ofa wave. He re- 
ports that among other improvements 
made recently in the submarine is a 
periscope that is almost invisible The 
new device consists of two mirrors, 
put together like a V“ lying on its 
side, the wide part in front. These 
skim through the waves and converge 
the image upon the low periscope's 
lens, which shoots the light down the 
tube to the receiviug apparatus below. 
Microphones are also used, and these 
apprise the commander of the submar-

Russia, in the change she has just | 
made, has performed an act beside 
which the national writings off of an 
hour at the commencement of sum- | 
mer time is indeed a small matter. 
She has written off mo less than thir- 
teen days, and, in order to bring ber- 
self into line with the rest of the | 
world, took a leap, from April 18 to 
May 1. Thus is a long controversy 
now practically settled. It had its 
beginnings more than three hundred 
years ago, and it came about in this 
way: In early times the Romans 
were wont to divide their year into 
ten months, but, later on, in the 
days of the kings, they adopted the 
lunar year of 355 days, divided into 
twelve months, with an occasional 
intercalary month to preserve the ad- 
justment. In process of time, how® 
ever, the priests who had charge of 
the matter, either through careless- 
ness of ignorance, allowed confusion 
to creep in, and by the time of Julius 
Cesar the matter was crying out vo- 
ciferously for drastic adjustment. 
Julius Cesar, accordingly, grappled 
with the question in B. C. 6. The 
year was divided into 365 days, and,

assumed to be 36544. days. As a 
matter of fact, hoster, the ver is 
less than 365% days, by eleven in- 
utes and forty-elgeht seconds, and is 
fact was the source of all the trou!

It is al- 
Ways possible to get a piece of chalk, | 
and one can write on most things; 
and many of them resorted to this 
expedient. He has, moreover, as al- 
ways, been notably cheerful, not to 
say facetious, about it. The very | 
word “bill” opens the door to great | 
possibilities. There was a man, for | 
instance, for your London newsboy is 
often a man, who has walked rang 
Fleet street many summers and 
many winters, who chalked across 
the board on which he was wont to 
display his news, the laconic legend, | 
“Bill gone“ —-to the front, maybe, or| 
to make munitions. London is get~- 
ting used to it, of course, just as it, 
long ago, got used to darkened 
streets; but it will be glad when the 
lights are turned on again, and the 
newsboy girds himself, once more, 
with his apron of news.—Christian |

“We are about to experience very 
presently, in late June or early July, 
a success in seeking votes for women 
that will be unique in the world his- 
tory of this reform,” said Madame 
Schlumberger. “Under reatricted con- 
ditions our sex is to receive the vote 
and our nation to be the first in 
Europe to grant this justice to its 
women, 

“So kat as the world generally is 
concerned, this information will be 
as lightning from a clear sky. For 
aside from those directly interested, 
the question of suffrage for the wo- 
men of France has been a sealed 
book to other nations. Twenty years 
ago in France it was the butt of 
jest and ridicule and a favorite 
theme with cartoonists. Ten years 
ago it had here‘and there a partisan 
among men in and out of official life 
and virtually none among women, 
gave perhaps 10,000 members of our 
two associations. Six months before 
ae! war sympathy with the project 

increased perhaps 10 per cent. 
among French people of both sexes, 
Eighteen months after the war's be- 
ginning both the nation and the 
world had fully recognized the pa- 
triotism aud devotion displayed by 
the women of France, and suffrage 
for our sex found its partisans 
doubled, although a strong majority 
against votes for Women remained. 

“Now, thirty-odd months after the 
beginning of hostilities and, as it 
were, spontaneously following a 
great wave of admiration, Fratitude, 
and appreciation due to tbe role 
played by women in these trying 
times, suffrage for French

The young peasants were all serving 
in the ranks and the older men, even 
with the aid of the women and chil- 
dren, were unable to fill their places

The army decided to step into the 
breach.

It 
was therefore an easy task to find 
capable hands. The organization was 
more difficult, but co-ordination be- 
tween the civil and military authori- 
ties was affected very rapidly. A 
military officer with agricultural ex- 
perience was appointed by each army 
to consult with the preterts of the 
departments in which the troops 
were stationed and to find out what 
work was to be done and how many 
hands were required to do it, 

The zone occupied by each army 
was subdivided into small districts, 
each containing about 25 villages or 
hamlets. The commanding officer ot 
the troops ‘stationed in each district 
was directed to get into touch with 
the civil official and place at his dis- 
posal as many men as were needed or 
could be spared for agricultural 
labor.

This consists of 
an endless steel belt made up of 
short sections like shoes, which lie 
flat on the ground. These support 
the vehicle wheels which are mount- 
ed on trucks somewhat similar to 
those on railway cars. The tusides 
of the shoes have double rails over 
which the truck wheels run.

The endless chains are driven by 
means of sprockets on the rear axle 
of the tank. 

The real unusual adaptation of the 
caterpillar device for which the 
British designer of the tanks must 
be given credit is the shape ot the 
belts. This has been carried out in 
a very different manner from that 
used on their farm tractor predeces- 
sors.

War Affects Sunsets. 


Observations made at the Smitb- 
sonian Astrophysical Observatory on | 
Mt. Wilson in Calfornia during the 
past few years have shown that our 
gun, Ike many of the other stars, is 
a variable. In other words, the 
amount of heat and light it sends 
out sometimes varies by as much as 
ten per cent. in the course of a few 
days. To study this variation, its 
causes and ite possible connection 
with climatic changes on the earth, 
a branch station of the Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory is soon to be estab- 
lished in South erica. 

Since the plan ahine by reflect- 
ed sunlight, it would seem as if 
changes in the sun's radiation should 
produce changes in the brightness of 
the planets, Attempts to measure 
such changes in the case of Uranus 
have led to the discovery that this 
planet varies periodically in bright- 
ness. Moreover, the period is 10 
hours 60 minutes, agreeing with the 
time of rotation as determined by an 
entirely different > Thus the 
variation in light is probably due to 
the difference in reflecting power of 
different portions of the planet's 
surface and we have a new method 
for determining the rotation period. 

Canada has sent reports to the 
Smithsonian Observatory of brilliant 
sunsets with beautiful after-sunset 
glows. A similar series was observ- 
ed in 1883 and was attributed at 
that time to the voleanic eruption of 
Krakaoa, in the Bast Indies. As a 
result of this explosion particles of 
voleanic dust were hurled to tremen- 
dous heights and carried by the air 
currents to great distances, These 
particles illuminated by the setting 
sun produced some very beautiful 
effects. The present display is at- 
tributed to the war, which with its 
terrific bombardments is producing 
more smoke and dust than any vol- 
eanic eruption. The prevailing cur- 
rents of the upper air in northern 
latitudes being from east to weet,

But it was the Duke of Wellington 
whose victories brought in the great- 
est spoils, it having been estimated 
that his fighting resulted in a fortune 
of more than $9,000,000, 

His great victory at Assaye brought 
him a sword and a service of plate 
trom the inhabitants of Caleutta val- 
wed at nearly $20,000, while for win- 
ning the battle of Talavera he was 
made a peer and voted a pension of 
$10,000 a year to continue through two 
generations. 

His victory at Salamanca greatly 
added to this already substantial for- 
tune, since he received after it the 
thanks of pariiament, most royally 
backed up by a marquisate and 6500. 
000. 

After the great campaign in the Pyre- 
nees and the battles which sent Na- 
poleon to Elba, Wellington was made 
a duke by his grateful country and 
was given a grant of $1,500,000 and his 
income made up to $85,000 a yerr.

Bait For Fishing.
